According to information releas¬ 
ed this week by Dr. Lawrence E. 
Kindt, M.P., for Macleod, the two 
water wells located about five 
miles west of Vulcan and formerly 
used to supply the Vulcan Airport 
during the war years will be made 
available to the Town of Vulcan 
through the Crown Assets Disposal 
Corporation in the near future. 

At the request of the town, Dr. 
Kindt took up this matter with the 
Department of National Defence, 
which has now stated that the 
wells are no longer required by 
the department. The wells are 
contplete with pumps and at one 
time served an airport population 
of about 2,000. 

Plans are now being made by 
town authorities to have tho 
pumps pulled and repaired in or¬ 
der that a two-week production 
test can be run on the wells and to 
have an analysis made of the 
water. According to present avail¬ 
able information, the water is of 
much better quality than that pro¬ 
duced by the wells in town, being 
relatively free of Glauber's salts 
and soda. 

Piping the water to town from 
the two wells would require a 
major expenditure of possibly 
$30,000 and a thorough test of the 
production capacity of the wells 
and engineering advice is required 
before the town takes definite 
action to acquire the wells.
